1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

2. The listing of references in the specification(page 1 line 25 "the Bauer article" ) is 
not a proper information disclosure statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all 
patents, publications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office, and 
MPEP § 609 A(1 ) states, "the list may not be incorporated into the specification but 
must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been 
cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

3. The information disclosure statement filed 6-24-02 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each 
publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the 
information referred to therein has not been considered. Contrary to applicant's 
assertion, no copies of the foreign references have been transmitted from the 
International Bureau, copies are respectively requested to insure proper consideration 
and such references are unobtainable by the examiner. 

4. The use of the trademark BACHO at page 1 line 14 has been noted in this 
application. It should be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the 
generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 
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5. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction 
or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1 .52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be 
submitted on compact discs.) or 

REFERENCE TO A "MICROFICHE APPENDIX" (See MPEP § 608.05(a).

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7. It is suggested that reference to the element numbers of the figures be deleted 
from the claims in order to insure proper clarity and nexus between the claimed 
features. In other words the drawings should not be relied upon to provide a positive 
structural interrelationship between the claimed features. 

8. Claims 5 and 7 are objected to because of the following informalities: It is 
suggested that claims 5 and 7 be amended to depend upon claim 1 as they now 
depend upon themselves. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

9. Claims 1 -1 4 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

10. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record teach nor suggest the claimed features of the scrubber having 
several nested chambers and that the cascade tubes are placed in an annular outer 
chamber surrounding the tubes in combination with the other features of instant claim 1 . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
